INSTRUCTION FOR BOOKSELLERS. 

The subject of special industrial and com¬ 
mercial education, as we pointed out not 
long ago, is steadily gaining favor, and 
everywhere it is engaging the attention to a 
greater or less extent, not only of employers 
but of thinking statesmen as well. This is es¬ 
pecially true in European countries in which 
trades are centralized in the larger cities, or 
in which merchants are intent upon training 
help for foreign markets. Every effort is 
made in these countries—Germany, France 
and England for example—to train and de¬ 
velop the intellectuality and manual dexter¬ 
ity of their artisans and the all-around effi¬ 
ciency of their mercantile apprentices. 

Inspired by the International Congress of 
Publishers, held at Madrid a year ago, the 
German booktrade association has brought to 
completion its manual of instruction for the 
bookseller, (“Lehrbuch des deutschen Buch- 
handels,”) in two volumes, the first of which 
deals with the book from the time it is pre¬ 
sented to the publisher as manuscript until it 
is presented to the bookbuyer in printed book 
form. This work is intended both as prepar¬ 
atory as well as supplementary to the excel¬ 
lent course of the booksellers school main¬ 
tained at Leipzig—a school which, in fact, 
may be regarded as the model upon which 
technical booktrade schools in all other coun¬ 
tries may be constructed. 

France, also, has taken action officially 
along the lines suggested by the International 
Congress of Publishers. This has been in the 
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form of twenty-four lectures, embodying a 
course of practical instruction for the book- 
trade, conducted by M. Bourrelier, of the firm 
of Armand Colin. The lectures are given un¬ 
der the auspices of the Cercle de la Librairie, 
and its call to the booktrade of France in 
favor of professional instruction according 
to the methods of other professional schools 
and colleges has met with cordial response 
by the employers as well as by their em¬ 
ployees, who have realized that in our 
day the men, who are to win in any field 
of industry, must be thoroughly prepared 
and equipped with every detail of technical 
knowledge that has been already acquired 
and can be taught by recognized educational 
methods. 

M. Bourrelier’s warm welcome at the pre¬ 
liminary session was full of suggestion. He 
entered into no special details, but desired 
only to present a view of the entire machine. 
Others, he said, would explain the mechan¬ 
ism of each of its vital parts, but he would 
simply confine himself to a description of the 
monster, bring his hearers into touch with the 
“why and wherefore” of things and suggest 
their underlying principles. 

M. Bourreliers address was published in 
the Supplement of La Bibliographic de la 
France for March 12. We should be pleased 
to print it in full, in the hope of inspiring a 
similar course of instruction in this country, 
that we have so strenuously urged in the 
many years we have addressed the booktrade 
—but that is impossible, and we confine our¬ 
selves to an inadequate epitome necessitated 
by the existing conditions of time and space. 

The book industry, according to M. Bour¬ 
relier, is the most complex of existing indus¬ 
tries. Very few, even among the initiated, 
fully realize the multiple and complicated op¬ 
erations necessary to put the printed text be¬ 
fore the eyes of its reader. The extreme di¬ 
versity of these processes of manufacture has 
brought about an extreme specialization in 
their execution, and in large houses there is 
great danger that the man in charge of one 
of the wheels of the great machine may fail 
utterly to grasp the role his wheel fills in the 
complete machinery. In smaller houses, where 
the individual does many duties, almost 
ubiquity is expected of him; but everywhere 
the employee who aims to rise must acquire 
at least an idea of all the successive processes 
of manufacture. It is therefore specially de¬ 
sirable that those attending lectures for book¬ 
sellers should not confine themselves to in¬ 
struction in their specialties. The opposite 
would be better. A good manufacturer should 
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give his attention to lectures dealing, for ex¬ 
ample, with such subjects as From whence 
comes the manuscript ?—Where goes the book 
that he has manufactured?—What machinery 
is necessary for its distribution?, etc. 

The twenty-four lectures of the course, 
prepared by the Cercle de la Librairie, will be 
a vade-mecum for every publisher and book¬ 
seller; they will analyze every detail of the 
trade from the manufacture of paper to the 
methods of sale, covering the acceptance of 
the manuscript, the composition, the press- 
work, the details of size, the stitching, the 
binding and the methods of sale and circula¬ 
tion, class of customers, and even the trade 
in second-hand books—“these sad to-morrows 
of the book.” 

The lesson impressed by this rapid sketch 
of the book industry is needed in every land. 
To go through the crisis that the booktrade in 
* all countries js facing it is necessary that all 
should awake to the realization of individual 
responsibility, and that the efforts of every 
individual should produce the maximum pos¬ 
sible result. To reach this end it is necessary 
that every member of the trade should know 
it in its entirety far beyond his own imme¬ 
diate functions. This knowledge will not 
ccme by intuition. The employee of the pub¬ 
lisher must thoroughly realize the problems 
of sale and the bookseller must thoroughly 
understand the problems of manufacture. An 
industry only becomes successful by the edu¬ 
cation of all its followers, and only by a con¬ 
stantly enlarging comprehension of his pro¬ 
fession can each individual member hope to 
raise himself. _ 


As we go to press word reaches us that 
the referee in the suit of Macy’s vs. the 
American Publishers’ Association has handed 
down his decision awarding Macy’s damages 
to the extent of about $2700, instead of the 
$100,000 which they alleged they had sus¬ 
tained in being prevented from selling non¬ 
copyright books. It is expected that Judge 
Dowling, of the Supreme Court, will confirm 
the referee’s decision within a week, when 
we also hope to be able to give full partic¬ 
ulars. It is unofficially stated that the Macy’s 
have expressed their intention to appeal from 
the referee’s decision, which seems likely, as 
with the final wind up of this suit, whomever 
it might favor, the undersellers would lose an 
advertising asset of more or less value, 
though the impression prevails that the Amer¬ 
ican Publishers’ Association might also gain 
by an appeal. 


THE AMERICAN BOOKSELLERS’ AS¬

Below is given a list of “Don’ts for Book¬ 
sellers” which we believe will be helpful if 
followed: 

DON’TS FOR BOOKSELLERS. 

Don't forget it costs 25c. on the dollar to come 
out “whole” On sales in your business. 

Don’t forget that a discount of 33^ per cent, is 
necessary in order to make a living profit possible. 

Don't turn down an order for a publisher who is. 
trying to give you a chance to live. 

Don't criticize the price of his book if the dis¬ 
count is right. 

Don't forget to buy books on their merits, and in 
accordance with your possible sales, if the discount 
is right. 
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Don't buy books on a special bill in excess of 
what you can dispose of, and get paid for, before the 
bill becomes due. 

Don't buy a book which has been regularly sold at 
a given price, if the publisher reduces your dis¬ 
count, instead of increasing the retail price. 

Don't forget that it is better to be without goods 
and to go out of business than to do business at a 
loss. 

Don’t fail to talk in favor of a fixed price, living 
discount and proper protection to the travelling man 
who visits you, and in your correspondence with 
publishers. 

Don't fail to give support to those publishers who 
are trying to make a success of books at fixed prices 
with postage additional. 

Don’t forget that it is up to you to show the 
publishers that good books, at proper prices, with a 
fair margin of profit, will be successful. 

Don't tell what you would do if you were some 
one else—just show what you can do yourself. 


THE NEW UNIVERSALIST PUBLISH¬ 
ING HOUSE. 

The Universalist Publishing House has 
begun the erection of a new building located 
near the new business centre of Boston, on 
lots Nos. 359 to 365 Boylston Street. It is 
directly back of the Arlington Street Church, 
and but a step from the Public Gardens, easy 
of access from all parts of the city and in 
the direct current of the city’s life. 

The new structure will present a beautiful 
appearance from the street, ranking well with 
the many other new commercial buildings 
which are rapidly going up in this section of 
the city. It is promised that it shall be deliv¬ 
ered to the publishing house by the first of 
September, so that in all probability it shall 
be in full possession and their whole plant in 
working order by the first of October or 
before. 

Within, the building will afford room for a 
large store and business offices connected 
with the publications and general book in¬ 
terests of the Universalist Publishing House, 
with special facilities for the gathering and 
displaying of Sunday school instrumentalities. 

On the same floor with the book rooms 
will be a commodious hall for meetings of 
the ministers and of other organizations. 
There will also be provided comfortable rest 
rooms, writing rooms, etc., so that out-of- 
towm Universalists and their friends when 
visiting Boston can feel that practically they 
have the privileges of a club in which they 
have the right of membership. 

Still farther it is proposed to make the 
Publishing House the active agent of all its 
people, representing them in a great mail¬ 
order book, stationery, publication and gen¬ 
eral church and Sunday school supply busi¬ 
ness. 

One entire floor will be occupied by a suite 
of convenient editorial rooms, the fine offices 
of the National Women’s Missionary Asso¬ 
ciation, the National Young People’s Chris¬ 
tian Union, the Massachusetts State Con¬ 
vention and Superintendent and other church 
interests. 

Another floor will be devoted to the print¬ 
ing plant, and in addition there will be a 
large number of general offices to let from 
which a comfortable income will be derived. 
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OLD PRINTING LANDMARK. 

There is still standing at 156 North Second 
Street, Philadelphia, according to Walden's 
Stationer, the building where Melchoir 
Steiner and Charles Cist, both former work¬ 
men for Henry Miller, one of the early Ger¬ 
man printers in Philadelphia, printed many 
books, both in German and English, and 
where for a time, both before and after the 
Revolution, they issued a German newspaper. 
The imprints of Steiner & Cist are still val¬ 
ued by collectors, although they are not so 
highly esteemed as some other early printers 
in that city. 

Second Street once w r as the principal thor¬ 
oughfare running north and south through 
the city, and there, consequently, were gath¬ 
ered within easy walking distance of each 
other nearly all the printing-houses in Phila¬ 
delphia. 

Steiner was a son of the Rev. John Conrad 
Steiner, pastor of the Dutch Presbyterian 
Church, once located on Race Street. He 
was put apprentice to Plenry Miller, who had 
his printing house on Race Street, opposite 
the Moravian Church. There Steiner learned 
the trade, and wffien his master retired suc¬ 
ceeded to the business. 

He was an excellent English scholar, as 
well as a learned man in his own tongue, 
German, and it has been remarked of him 
that he w-as a printer more by occupation 
than by trade. When he arrived in Phila¬ 
delphia he found employment with Miller, 
who set him to work at translations from 
English into German, but soon aftenvard he 
formed a partnership wdth Steiner, and the 
tw ? o set up in business at Second Street and 
Coat’s Alley, a small thoroughfare running 
from Front to Second Street, above Race 
Street. They began to publish a German 
newspaper soon after the beginning of the 
Revolutionary War, but lacking the necessary 
encouragement they soon abandoned the en¬ 
terprise. Then the British took possession of 
the city, and the printers retired. After the 
evacuation of the city Steiner and Cist re¬ 
turned and once again tempted fate by pub¬ 
lishing a newspaper. The pair dissolved 
partnership in. 1781, Steiner retaining the 
newspaper, while Cist removed to what w j as 
No. 104 and w’hat is now 156 North Second 
Street, where he remained until the seat of 
government removed to Washington, when 
he followed to the capital city. There he 
acquired considerable property, but returned 
to Philadelphia. He died at Bethlehem in 
the year 1805, and was buried in the Mora¬ 
vian cemetery. Steiner ceased to be a master 
printer in 1794, and gladly accepted a clerk¬ 
ship in one of the government departments. 
He died in Washington in 1807. Cist, who 
became. w r ell-to-do,. was the founder of an 
influential dynasty in the upper part of Penn¬ 
sylvania, along the Susquehanna. 

After Cist left Philadelphia the printing 
house was occupied by Conrad Zentler, who 
issued a once famous German almanac, Der 
Amerikanishe Kalender, remembered by its 
motto, “Wir leben in hoffnung besseren 
zeiten,” (We live in hope of better times.) 
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This was heralded on the jcover by the picture 
of an angel with a trumpet to its lips. Zent- 
ler, who was an industrious, enterprising and 
economical man, saved a modest competency, 
which he subsequently lost in the failure of 
the United States Bank. 


THE McDEVITT-WILSON BOOK SHOP. 

The McDevitt-Wilson Bargain Book 
Shop has just opened up its new quarters at 
30 Church Street, in the Hudson Terminal 
Building, of the Hudson and Manhattan R. R. 
Company, New York. The building, of which 
the McDevitt-Wilson store is a unit, houses 
10,000 people, who pass the store by three 
entrances and exits. The store, about 20 by 
60 feet, with a gallery, furnished in old oak, 
invites the book lover to loaf. Everywhere 
the eye is met with appropriate illuminated 
mottoes, such as “Laws die, Books endure,” 
“The True University of these Days is a 
collection of Books,” “A Book fitly chosen 
is a Life-long Friend,” “When a New Book 
Comes Out I read an Old One,” etc. 

The tone of the fixtures is rather dark, 


but this is relieved by the lighting concealed 
under the floor of the gallery, which throws 
into relief almost every title of every book on 
the shelves beneath the gallery. Electrolliers 
in the ceiling afford light for the whole store. 
Busts of the poets of ancient and modern 
times, pictures, framed mottoes and a dash of 
color here and there to relieve the sombre¬ 
ness of the furniture add to the attractiveness 
and the literary appearance of the book shop, 
which will be one of the landmarks of the 
lower part of Manhattan.

BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

The Boston Book Company have re¬ 
printed from their Bulletin of Bibliography 
Pamphlets Nos. 19 and 20, the first covering 
“Title Index to the Works of Honore de Bal¬ 
zac,” compiled by Fredericka Gillette, of the 
University of Michigan; and the second 
“GhoSt Stories and Tales of the Supernat¬ 
ural,” compiled by Jean Hawkins. The Balzac 
index is intended as an aid in finding the dif¬ 
ferent works of Balzac from their various 
titles, without searching through many vol¬ 
umes. It indexes seven separate editions of 
Balzac and after every title gives all the ini¬ 
tials that stand for the various editions in 
which it appears. Some titles appear in every 
edition, others only in one or two. Two of 
the editions are in French, one in 24 volumes, 
one in 55 volumes, both published by Calmann 
Levy ; the other five appear in translation: 
the library edition, (Gebbie Publishing Co.;) 
the temple edition, (Macmillan;) Katherine 
Wormeley’s translation in 20 and 40 volumes, 
(both originally published by Roberts Broth¬ 
ers,) and the edition published by The Neale 
Co., originally copyrighted by Barrie & Son. 
In all cases the number of the volume in the 
special set is given and the number of the 
pages on which the separate stories appear. 
It is a very useful addition to a set of Balzac 
pnd should be in every library. The list of 
“Ghost Stories” was begun in a public library 
to supply the constant demand for ghost 
stories, often hard to find, because often 
hidden in collections. The first idea was to 
include no story in which the mystery was 
explained, but some of the kind have now 
been included at the end, under the heading 
of “Humorous.” The list has been enlarged 
to include other stories of the occult—hypno¬ 
tism, spiritualism, etc.—but folk-lore and leg¬

Book,” the cover in flexible red leather. 

Dodge Publishing Company have just 
ready “The Reflections of a Bachelor Girl,”' 
by Helen Rowland, the author of “The 
Widow.” 

W. J. Watt & Co. will publish at once a 
novel entitled “The Three Keys,” by Frederic 
Ormond, the scene of which is laid in the 
New York of to-day. Harrison Fisher has 
furnished for the book a frontispiece in 
colors. 

Frederick A. Stokes Company will publish 
shortly a new novel by Harold Bindloss, au¬ 
thor of “Alton of Somasco,” etc., entitled 
“Thrice Armed.” This is described as a story 
of sea life on the Pacific Coast, in the writing 
of which the author has drawn upon his ex¬ 
perience in a sailing vessel.

Nur,” fhe new story by William Allem 
Knight, which the Pilgrim Press, of Boston, 
is preparing for publication in book form, 
is laid in the region of Adana, Jebel Nur, at 
range of hills seen from the old town look¬ 
ing across the plain toward the sea. It was 
written when no one knew that this ancient 
district, the home of St. Paul, would sud¬ 
denly become the scene of such tumult and" 
carnage as to draw the world’s attention. 
Probably the fact that throngs of herdsmen- 
and shepherds come down from the moun¬ 
tains in winter to the rich plain around 
Adana may have much to do with the out¬ 
breaks and suffering which have centered : 
there. These and other roving classes some¬ 
times swell a normal population of 25,000 to 
more than 300,000. In this story Mr. Knight 
has dealt once more with the shepherd life 
described by him in “The Song of Our 
Syrian Guest,” interpreting it now from a 
New Testament point of view. 

Bobbs-Merrill Company published May 6 
a novel by Lucia Chamberlain, entitled “The 
Other Side of the Door.” This is the first 
novel which the author, who collaborated' 
with her sister Esther on “Mrs. Essington”' 
and “The Coast of Chance,” has written on- 
her undivided responsibility, although Esther 
Chamberlain was consulted about its plot and 
construction before her untimely death last 
June. Like “The Coast of Chance,” the scene 
of “The Other Side of the Door” is laid in< 
San Francisco, and the mystery and romance 
of the good gray city are utilized to the full. 
Novel features of promotion are used by the 
publishers to bring this book into notice. 
Picture puzzles have been made from the 
drawing by Herman Pfeifer for the sump¬ 
tuous jacket, and in window displays these 
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examples of the fad of the hour attract a 
great deal of attention. Then a “double-back- 
action post-card” has been devised showing 
one side of the door, with a surprise await¬ 
ing whe’n the door is opened and the other 
side revealed. They have also just ready 
“Elusive Isabel,” by Jacques Futrelle, a novel 
of diplomatic intrigue, the scene of which is 
laid in Washington. 

Charles Scribner's Sons have just brought 
out a vivid, thrilling story of love and ad¬ 
venture in Africa during the French occupa¬ 
tion of Algeria, entitled “In the Wake of the 
Green Banner.” by Eugene Paul Metour, 
translated by E. M. Ashe. Berkeley Smith 
has designed for the book one of his most 
successful covers—in the foreground the 
folds of the Green Banner, its forward mo¬ 
tion admirably indicated, and in the corners, 
in gold, glimpses of the desert and the Atlas. 
The Green Banner is the holy flag of Islam, 
and its unfurling is the signal that calls to¬ 
gether the various nations and tribes for a 
religious war. They will publish on the 15th 
inst. a “Handbook of Alaska—its Resources, 
Products and Attractions,” by Major-Gen¬ 
eral A. W. Greely, Chief Signal Officer, U. 
S. A. and former Arctic explorer, who is 
thoroughly equipped for writing such a book. 
As it is, he has produced an exhaustive au¬ 
thoritative and interesting volume dealing 
with every subject of interest to those going 
to the territory for any purpose and at the 
same time serving the purpose of a reference 
book. The volume contains five text maps 
and large folded maps and twenty-four full- 
page illustrations. They will bring out at the 
same time Richard Harding Davis's new 
book, “The White Mice,” a stirring story of 
love and a revolution in a Central American 
republic, with illustrations by George Gibbs. 

Moffat, Yard & Co. have just ready 
“Heather,” by John Trevena, the second vol¬ 
ume in the trilogy which began with “Furze 
the Cruel.” In that the author, who lives a 
bachelor life in Dartmoor, explained that 
everywhere in Dartmoor are “furze” repre¬ 
senting cruelty, “heather,” representing en¬ 
durance, and “granite,” representing strength. 
Mr. Trevena, who has been compared to 
Hardy and Zola, has never read any modern 
fiction, but he has studied the Dartmoor 
peasants with great insight. They have also 
just ready “The Plotting of Frances Ware,” by 
James Locke, author of “The Stem of the Crim¬ 
son Dahlia,” who tells an international tale 
with an American heroine, of which the plot 
begins in the desert of Afghanistan, moves on 
to Paris and reaches its climax in the city of 
Warsaw. He made a special study of modern 
Polish life and feeling since the Pole became 
peaceful and progressive. They have nearly 
ready a volume of literary reminiscences by 
William Winter, to be brought out under the 
title of “Old Friends.” The principal part of 
this book is entirely new, and contains also the 
study of George William Curtis, which gained 
Mr. Winter his Litt.D. from Brown Univer¬ 
sity, which he has rewritten and amplified. 
The book is similar in appearance and plan 
to the author’s “Other Days,” recently pub¬ 
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lished. A limited large paper edition of the 
last-named book is just being published, each 
copy of which is autographed by the author. 
The edition is limited to 150 copies. 

Harper & Brothers will publish shortly 
“Jason,” a new novel by Justus Miles For¬ 
man. The title has a classic hint, but only 
in symbol; the actual setting is the contem¬ 
porary world of society, in which Mr. Forman 
has thus far seemed to find his happy field. 
“Jason” is said to read almost like a detective 
story. They have also nearly ready a revised 
edition of “Practical Golf,” by Walter G. 
Travis, former golf champion. Mr. Travis 
has made the new play necessitated by the 
rubber-cored ball the basis of several of his 
text amendments. The photographs showing 
position in play will remain one of the dis¬ 
tinctly helpful features of this book, which re¬ 
quired only to be brought thus to date to 
maintain its prime authority. Other books to 
be brought out this month are “The Lady in 
the White Veil,” by Rose O’Neill Wilson, 
author of “The Loves of Edwy,” and other 
novels. A once fashionable New York 
Square and an empty house thereon are said 
to furnish the principal scene of action for 
this story. “Peter, Peter,” Maude Radford 
Warren’s romance of a millionaire New York 
couple, the final installment of the serial pub¬ 
lication which is in the current number of 
Harpers Bazar. “The Inner Shrine,” a novel 
which has been running anonymously in Har¬ 
per’s Magazine, will also be published in book 
form this month. The novel by William Dean 
Howells, which was to have been published 
this spring, has been postponed. A little vol¬ 
ume made up of two dramatic poems will take 
its place.
